I'^ainouM new l'«'«i' l'4%t'nfii 

New Year's Day, although it does 
not come on the first of January in 
every country, is an important day 
U|x>n the calen<tar. Some of the 
world's greatest events have taken 
place on the day which marks ihe 
advent of a new year; great men and 
women have first seen the light of 
this beautiful world tn New Year's 
day. others have died as the day came 
in; and from the earliest records of 
celebration we find notice of ieasting 
and interchanging of presents as us- 
ages of the day. 

Great Britain regards the first of 
January with hi.storic interest, since 
it was on that day that the corj^rat- 
ing union with Ireland was consum- 
mated and the countries became 
known under the monarchical term of 
the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland. Although the 
Irish parliament voted the legislative 
union of the Kmerald Isle and Great 
Britain in i8oo, it was not until t8oi, 
a year later, that the measure went 
into actual effect and the countries 
beacme con.solidated. 

In our country the first of Jan- 
uary is historic as the day upon 
which President Lincoln, in 1S63, 
iSvSued the Kmancipation Pro 
clamation, the history of which is 
well known. 

France has not shared the good 
fortune of other countries as far as 
having occasion for rejoicing on New 
Year's day is concerned, for the new 
year has dawned upon that land when 
the bloodiest revolution of the coun- 
try was rife; and she lost one of her 
best kings January 1, 1515, at the 
death of Louis XII. He was one of 
the few sovereigns of whom all 
France was fond, and although the 
la.st few months of his life were 
embittered by an unhappy marriage 
with Mary Tudor of ICnghind, sister 
of Henry VIII, his reign was charac- 
terized by various reforms and 
improvements that make his name 
even to this day reverenced by the 
FVench commonalty as well by 
Im perialists. 

It was on the first of January, 
1651, that Charles II. was crowned 
in Scotland. After the death of his 
father Charles I., he was comj)elled 
to live in Scotland, and for rea.sons 
of .state as well as those of the 
church, the Scotch were happy to 
grasp the opportunity of declaring 
Charles II. king. But it is only 
just to iMigland to add that Charles, 
noted for his bonhommie, wit and 
acces,sibility, after a period of in- 
tense suffering an<l ' Jty, gain- 
ed his riglilful pt> ; of the 
Knglish throne and ruled until his 
death in 1684. 

Just as (ireat Britain and Ireland 
were celebrating their |x>werful alii 
ancein t8oi astronomersand students 
of heavenly Ixidies were treated to a 
.sensation in the discov^ery of a planet 
l>y M. ria/7.i, the vSicilian scientist. 
M. Piaz/.i, true to the love of myth- 
ology which characterizes his 
countrymen, named thet new planet 
Ceres, in honor of the goddess, whom 
^' '" is hold iti high esteem. They 
iit her as being the cause of 



the vast growths of grain and as hav- 
ing first introduced the art of agri- 
culture. 

Sicilian sculptoxs mould lur ui a 
watchful attittide, as if guarding their 
excellent cereals, vegetables and 
fruits during their development, and 
the most perfect statues of the god- 
dess in existence are the handiwork 
of artists from the Mediterranean isl- 
and. Ceres, however, as a planet, is 
of minor im^)ortance, for, according 
to the be.st authorities of the time, it 
is very dimiiuttive in size, its diame-

Diploma is wiio attend the recep- 
tion at the White House on New 
Year's day will recollect amidst their 
exchanges of congratulations and 
happy wishes for the coming year that i 
it is just one hundred and twenty 
years ago that the first New Year's 
reception was given by President 
George ^Wa.shington. As to what 
the weathei* conditions of January, 
1 910 will be, we are left only to con- 
jecture, but a contemporary period- 
ical says that on New Year's day, 
1790, *' the sun shone in rich winter 
splendor and the weather was more 
like May than that of January." 

Journeying to the Orient, it has 
only been within the last 35 or 36 
years that New Year's day was 
celebrnted on the first of January in 
Japan. Up to that time the Japanese 
had a calendar based on the lunar 
sy.stem, but this was abatuloned for 
the Gregorian calendar, and even 
now, as far as the government year 
is concerned, the Japanese fiscal 
year begins in April. 

The United States government 
clo.ses its business -■-' '>!! June 30, 
and miniicipal, w^ federal 

years begin and ciosc w 
stances t various times. 

The Ru.ssians, too, have a calendar 
of their own. and the New Year's 
day of the Gregorian' calendar is only 
recognized in cases where it v^ould 
confuse matters to begin it otherwise. 
The Russians, Greeks and other peo- 
ple who are under the czar begin 
their year January 13. 

The Jewish New Year's day comes 
in the fall of the year, that is accord- 
ing to their calendar the first day of 
the month of Tischre, and commemo- 
rates the anniversary of the creation. 
It is ob.served as a day of prayer 
and thanks^^iviug and for that rea- 
son it has beeti made by the Jews a 
day of family reunion, when gowl 
resolutions for the year to come are 
adopted and when people who have 
departed in the year that has gone 
are rememl>ered in prayer. 

So the years roll away with relent- 
less reguhirity, but iisage remain 
the same, and this newspaper takes 
pleasure in following the very plea- 
sant custom of wishtti^ its readers 
many returns of the successes of the 
old year and much happiness during 
the new.

What we should 
avoid would be such publicity, and 
be more moderate in sign conversa- 
tion in public places Gentlemen 
in public places do not bawl at one 
another, and never attract un> 
necessary aUention to themselves 
And this ideal should held for us 
who are deaf.

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CENSUS BIKKCTOR DURAKD SKTS 
FEBRUARY 5TH AS THE DATE. 

W^ASHINGTON, D. C, Deceuilier 
27th, tU09. — Any person of good 
judgment, who has received an 
ordinary t ommon school education, 
can readily and easily pass the test 
to be given ap|di<^<iQt« for Census 
enumerators' places, on Saturday, 
Februttiy 5tli, the date finally set 
by U. S. Census Director Durand, 
according to an announcement from 
the Census Bureau t^niay. This 
will be a comforting assurance to 
several hundred thousand who are 
lielieved to be contemplating ap- 
plication for the places 

It was emphatically stated at the 
bureau that the test will be an 
eminently reasonable and practical 
one, similar to that applie^t to ap 
pUeants at the Twelfth Census. It 
will consist of filling-ont a sample 
schtMlule of population fn>m a 
description^ in narrative form, of 
typical families ; and, in the case 
of enumerators whose work will be 
in the rural districts, they will he 
calbd upon to fill out an additional 
sample schedule of agriculture, 
from information furnished by 
the Census Bureau. 

All persons, whether women or 
men, who may desire to become 
Census enumerators must be citf 
7.ens of the United States ; residents 
ot the supervisor's district for which 
they wish to be appointed ; must 
be not less than 18 years nor more 
than 70 years of age ; must be 
ph5'-*ieally able to do the work ; 
must l>e trust wortln A 

got>d habits ; must i ti 

ordinary education and must l>e 
able to write plainly and with 
reasonable rapidity. 

Those who can comply with these 
requirements are invited to put in 
their applieations, as there will be 
at least 68,000 en n mora tors* places 
to be filled by the mitldle of March 
in preparation for the enumeration 
beginning April I6th. 

Application forms, with full in 
struetions for (illing-in, and com- 
plete information concerning the 
test and the tnethod of appoint- 
ment, can lie secured by writing to 
the supervisor of census for the 
supervisor's district* in which the 
applicant lives. All applications, 
properly filled-in must be filed with 
the supervisors nor later than 
January *Z5th. as any received after 
that date cannot l>e considered.

We should make another fight 
against the State schools for the deaf 
being classified with charitable, pen- 
al and reformatory institutions. 

Columbia Institution for the Dtrnf, 
of which Gallaudet College and Ken- 
dall School are the parts, is purely an 
educational institution by Act of Con- 
gress. Dr. E. M. Gallandet has our 
everlasting thanks. 

As far as I know, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Indiana, Minnesota, 
Colorado. Nebraska and Oklohoma, 
are the only States that regard their 
schools for the deaf as strictly educa- 
tional institutions. 

The deaf of Colorado, Mbsoori, 
Kansas and Illinois » are to be coti* 
gratulated for their recent proleal 
against the absurd classification. 

Colorado at last bowed its head to 
its deaf citizens, and I hope the three 
last States will follow suit next time. 

Judge Lawrence Y. Sherman, the 
former lieutenant governor of 
Illinois, under the first adminis^ 
tration of Gov. C S. Deneen, and 
the present president of the new 
State Board of Adniinstration of 
Charitable Institutions, was recently 
asked of his opinion in regard to a 
school for the deaf. I quote the f<4« 
lowing from his reply: '* If I had 
my way in writing a statute covering 
a school for the deaf, I would call it 
at\ educational institution ai|d not a 
public charity. * ♦ * Some States 
very properly consider schools for the 
deaf, the blind and any other inslK 
tutions for the education of special 
senses, a part of the educational 
system of the State. ♦ ♦ * This may 
be a matter for future action of the 
legislature. * ♦ * Whatever that 
branch of the State government sees 
fit to enact, the boat4 will cheerfnlly 
acquiesce in." 

Unlike his predecessors, Mr. Veditc 
is doing things. His interests will 
be our interests; and our intereals 
^ould be his interests, therefore, 
let all co-operate and much good can 
be accomplished. 

Don't knock the strenuous {u^- 
sident, because we don*t believe he 
does his duty, but aid him in every 
way possible to accomplish more.

younger sisters, .v,,^..^ lively Sarah 
E. Wayland Tnow Mrs. Sip), and 
Anna M. Wayland (married to J. 
W. Compton, but died many years 
ago;, also were pupils for a course 
of seven years, entering in 1827 and 
1838 respectively. 

On the r2th of December, 1843, 
she was united in marriage to John 
Carlin, one of the most famous deaf- 
mute artists that the world has pro- 
duced, and not only that, but an 
erudite scholar and a poet, although 
born deaf. Their married life was 
fruitful and happy until the time of 
Mr. Carl in 's death, on the 23d of 
April, 1891, at the age of 78 years. 

Mrs. Carlin was a devout Pres- 
byterian, and united with the Mercer 
Street Presbyterian Church, later 
with the 23d vStrcet Presbyterian 
Church, and finally with the Rutgers 
Presbyterian Church. But while a 
consistent mem^>er of her * own 
church, she and her husband were fre- 
qn ' tt St. Ann's Church

valuable aid to the late Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Gallaudet in his early 
struggles to bring the comforts of 
religion to the adult deaf.

The 
Unilen Statea consul at Chriatiania, 
Norway, haa sent to hia government 
a auggeation along thia line which 
may be of value to American 
lumbernieii who are wreatling witli 
the problem of sawdust waale. 

The flour in quc^ation ia not the 
kind whieh goea into the makiuiz of 
light, fluflfy biacuita, and the otlier 
kind which art* not light, or flaky 
paatry, but it ia an ingredient of 
dynamite, liutdeum, xyolite, which 
for the in format i(Hi of the man on 
the alreet ia a kind ot artificial floor- 
ing, and other thinga. It is not put 
forward aa a new discovery, for it 
haa been In use for aeveral yearn in 
Eur(»pe, and to a small extent in 
thia country. 

The wood flour ia ground in a 
(•tieap mill, very aimilar to thoae 
which grind corn and rye. Pine 
and spruce sawdust ia used in Eu 
rope, and after passing through the 
stones and the boiling cheat, it ia 
sacked or baled tor shipment. It ia 
then worth twelve to thirteen dol- 
lara a ton. 

The flour has a number of uaea, 
one of which is in the making of 
dynamite. It is the at)sorbent for 
the nitroglycerine, whi h is the ex 
plosive ingredient Wood flour 
dynamite is inferior to that made 
with infusorial earth as the abaor 
bent ; but it serves many purposes, 
and is cheaper. But dynamite is 
one of the smallest prospective 
uses for the product. Linoleum 
makers mix it with linacd oil and 
give body to ihiMr* floor coverings. 
It is not considered quite equal to 
ground cork for this purpose, as it 
ia leas elastic; but it ia cheaper and 
meets requirements ''"»• fnedium 
grades. 

Tlie flour fills an itnpnruuii place 
In the manufacture of xyolite, a 
kind (»f artifieiHl flooring, resem 
bling wood in weight, and atone in 
other respects. It is used for 
kitchen floors, and in halls, corri- 
dors, cafes, reataiiranta, and public 
rooms. It 18 impervious to water, 
and ia practically Are proof, b is 
flotir mjilerial in some of the Ger- 
man war vessels. It is so used la* 
cau^'e it is not liable to lake fire or 
spUnt/cr if striutk by shells. 

Many additional uses for word 
flour will probably be found. TIk^ 
amount of sawdust to be had in 
this country is practically unlimit- 
ed, and mi 1 1 men will welcome anv 
plan that will lesson the waste a I 
the aawdust dumj) Norway ex- 
ports thousands of tons of this saw- 
dust flour yearly ; and the United 
Htatea takes some of it. Germany 
ia a large maimfacturer also, an«l 
has been for yeara. England is an 
extensive buyer, and much goes to 
France.

stately round like a gigantic s«»ntinel 
halt hidden in the gloomy distance.

Driven from their betl» Uy lire, 
the family of Robert C Wall, of 
Oak Lane, t»arely escaped wiih 
their liveH m 1 30 o'clock this 
morning Mr. Waii, who is head 
of a uianufHctnring concern in Phil- 
adelnhia, is a deaf mnte, and 
Inought assistance from hi^ in i^li- 
kH>rs by thumping ou a dishpan 
which he held out of a aeoond-story 
window. 

The house, a handsome, three 
story dwelling, in one of the best 
residence sections of the suhuri\ at 
6507 El wood Ave., was completely 
burned out, causing a loss of more 
than $3,000. Most of the belong- 
ings were saved by neighlK)rs and 
firemen, A chest of silverware 
was carried out from the third floor 
by one of the firemen who ran 
through flame and smoke to ^et it. 

A defective flue caused the blaze. 
Mrs. Wall's aged mother, Mrs. 
Moyer, who occupied a room at the 
rear of the second floor, was awak- 
ened by flames which hurst from 
the chimney near her bed. She 
cried out in alarm and Mrs Wall 
awakened her husband. Mr. Wall, 
unable to utter a sound, seized the 
dish pan and a stick and sounded 
an alarm wliich quickly awakened 
the people in adjoining houses. 

While he was thus engaged Mrs. 
Wall and her two children, Sarah, 
eight years old, aud Alfred, aged 
six, made their way to the stret^t 
without stropping to dress. Her 
husband then assisted Mrs. Moyer 
out. 

Philip S. Tyre, who lives next 
door, was one of the first to go to 
the family's assistance. Harry S. 
Noel ting and others were also soon 
there, and they set to work to carry 
out the househould belongings. Mr 
Tyre had telephoned the Electrical 
Bureau, which sent the engines to 
the scene. They were somewhat 
delayed liy bad roads, and were un- 
able to save much more than the 
walls of the building. 

We deeply regret this misfortune 
to our friends, Mr. and Mrs. Wall, 
and congratulate the family for 
having escaped with their lives 
Oak Lane is one of Ihe most beau- 
tiful northern suburbs of Phila- 
delphia. A singular fact i^ that 
Mr. Wall's place of business in the 
city has been twice wiped out by 
fire since he came to Philadelphia 
about twenty five years ago. But 
his business energy is such that he 
is always able to resnme. His first 
loss w^fts in the large fire near 
Eighth and Arch Streets, when 
several big buildings were destroy- 
ed. Fortunately for Mr. Wall, he 
had just renewed his insurance th© 
day before the fire, so that he re- 
covered his loss. At that time, he 
was a dealer in bicycles and repaii- 
ing was his sjiecialty, having a well 
equipped shop. At present, he is 
giving the same attention to automo- 
biles and does considerable manu 
facluring Mr. Wall is himself a 
machinist and gives the work his 
personal attention.

It is proposed to create a meinoi iaJ 
to the late Rev. Thoinas (4allaudet, 
D.f)., by tlio erection of a PariHh 
IJuilcMng for St. Ann's Church for 
[>«^af- Mutes. The present Chnrch 
iH Hitiiated on I48th Street, just west 
of AmHterdam Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the 'Street to permit the erec- 
tion of Huch a buihiitig as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church editlceand be a center 
of religiouH ani Hocial life amongst 
the Hilent peoplew. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoi)ed during his lifetime to see ihe 
erection of thin buihling, which 
wouhl have c(>mpleted the church 
with whicti liiH nan*^ has always 
been asHociated. This was not p©r- 
iniiled, and it is suggested as h 
inoHt fitting nH»m(»rial 10 him that 
this work lie now undertaken. St, 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-tire feet 
^long the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
anrl will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and iuduNtrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount requir«Ml for ** The GaUau- 
flet MeuHirial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
it-self, in its position and purpose, 
will form a cons|)icuotis monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
